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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Leadford 
etal (6,213,625). 

Leadford discloses the claimed invention except for the recitation of the microlenses 
center to center spacings being less than 5mm and more than 1 mm. Leadford 
discloses a building-illumination lamp assembly comprising: a lamp housing adapted to 
be mounted on a roof or wall of a building and oriented to cast light onto an area to be 
illuminated (10), said lamp housing surrounding an interior space and having a light 
outlet opening (fig 3) directed toward said area; a lamp (14) in said space for producing 
light in said housing, and a lens plate) 30) in said space spanning said light outlet 
opening (fig 1) and having a surface turned toward said lamp (20) and another surface 
turned away from said lamp (18) and toward said area for directing a sharply defined 
substantially homogeneous light cone onto said area, said surface turned away from 
said lamp being formed with outwardly directed rounded convexities creating 
microlenses having center-to-center spacings from one another said surface turned 
toward said lamp being smooth or provided with rounded concavities forming the 
microlenses with said rounded convexities. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to space the microlenses of Leadford, less than 5 mm and more 
than 1mm apart, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only 
ordinary skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5,8,9,11-16 are allowed. 

4. • The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art cited does not teach the structure of the lens plate of the instant 
invention, specifically, the surfaces facing away from the lamp being formed with 
contiguous generally spherical surfaces, the surface turned towards the lamp being 
formed with contiguous generally spherical recesses.
